But now the true figures have leaked 
out - 133,000 work permit applica- 
tions, with the vast majority of 
these applicants already in Britain 
by using the worker registration 
scheme to legitimise their status.

The advisors will select 
suitable refugees and will receive 
support and expenses for the duration 
of their mentoring relationship. 
Meanwhile there’s no ‘mentoring’ for 
the sixty-six elderly residents turfed 
out onto the streets because FIVE 
residential homes in Bolton were 
forced to close in just the last twelve 
months. 
Families blame Bolton Social 
Services for the closures, citing the 
allowances paid by the council to 
those caring for the elderly as “far 
too low” for the residential homes 
to remain open. 


ITTINGBOURNE’S Coniston 

Hotel, which hit the national 
headlines in January 2003 over 
plans to convert it into an induction 
centre for asylum seekers, has 
finally closed. 
Local residents managed to get the 
Goverriment scheme overturned after 
their campaign took them to 10 
Downing Street with a petition 
containing thousands of signatures. 
A property company had bought the 
hotel to exploit the asylum issue but 
once opposition scuppered the plan it 
allowed the hotel to fall into neglect. 
The Coniston, which used to be 
the town’s favourite wedding venue, 
now faces demolition as it is on a 
prime site for redevelopment.

OUNCIL taxpayers in Kent 

face a hefty hike in their 
payments in order to pay for the 
cost of looking after young asylum 
seekers in the county, and all 
because the Government hasn’t 
reinbursed Kent County Council’s 
asylum bill for the last three years.

£14.8 million after it was faced with 
a much higher bill for looking after 
unaccompanied minors (child asylum 
seekers) than anticipated.

NOTHER once proud British 
industry bit the dust last month 
when the last major British bone 
china manufacturer in the Potteries 
announced it was being taken over 
by a foreign firm. 
Royal Doulton, of Stoke-on-Trent, 


founded in 1815, is now being sold 


off to Waterford Wedgwood, based 
in the Irish Republic - another victim 
of the cheap Far Eastern imports that 
have flooded into this country over 
the last thirty years. 

The foreign takeover comes too late 
to save Royal Doulton’s factory in Nile 
Street, Stoke, now in the process of 
closing and putting 500 British workers 
on the dole. It couldn’t save the jobs 
lost in the town when Royal Doulton 
relocated much of its production to the 
Far East in order to take advantage of 
cheap sweatshop labour. 

The new Irish bosses say they hope 
they will be able to keep a bit of 
production in the area of England to 
which the pottery industry gave its 
name 200 years ago. 

The other proud Potteries firm, 
Wedgwood, had already fallen to 
foreign ownership in 1986. After 250 
years as one of the great names of 
British craftsmanship, it was taken 
over by the Irish Waterford 
glassworks, forming the Waterford

this expertise will die with the closure of their Stoke-on-Trent factory. 


Wedgwood combine that has now 
devoured Doultons. 


Even with Royal Doulton, the Irish 


pottery and glassware combine is 
fighting for its life in a sea of cheap 
Chinese china and other Third World 
ceramic and glass imports. Imports 
which have steadily been gobbling 
up an ever bigger share of the vital 


British home market. 

Royal Doulton made the dinner 
services that went down with the 
Titanic. Now it is going the same 
way, along with the rest of British 


industry. Holed beneath the 


waterline by the iceberg of ‘Free 
Trade’, and sinking in a sea of 
cheap foreign imports. 


ICHAEL Howard appears to 

have alienated many women 
voters after claiming his values 
were the same as Muslim values.

HE BRIGHTEST and the best 


of Britain’s young people are 
to .be kept out of one of our 
top universities to make room for 
more high-paying foreign students, 
mostly Asians. 
Oxford, England’s oldest university, 
has announced that over the next 
five years it plans to double its 
numbers of foreign undergraduate 
students and to make room for them, 
the number of British undergrad- 
uates will be cut by 1,600. 
There are two reasons for slamming the 
door on the future prospects of some 
of our most promising young folk and 
both reasons disgrace successive Tory 
and Labour governments. 
The first reason is simple — money. 
Oxford, like all of Britain’s univer- 
sities, has been hit hard by decades 
of government under-funding. Britain 
now spends only 0.7% of our Gross 
Domestic Product on higher education 
and that’s just half of the funding of 
other advanced economies. 
In 2003, Oxford University spent 
£95 million more on its world- 
leading teaching and research than it 
received, and despite revenues from 
the Oxford University Press and 
lands with which it has been endowed 
over more than seven centuries of 
scholarship, the university is now 
losing over £20 million a year. 
In these increasingly desperate straits 
it’s no wonder the University’s 


authorities have taken due note of the 
fact that, whilst it costs on.average 
£18,600 a year to educate any student, 
it is only paid £3,000 a year for 
educating each British student. But 
foreign students pay the full amount 
so the cash-strapped university makes 
a loss of £15,500 a year educating 
one of our own students, whilst it can 
break-even on rich foreigners. 


Excellence 


The Government should be paying 
one of the best universities in the 
world, a priceless national centre of 
excellence built up over centuries, 
the full fee for educating British 
students. Many, of whom will go on 
to repay the country many times over 
in intellectual, scientific: and other 
wealth-generating activities for which 
Oxford has prepared them. 

It is thus short-sighted and immoral 
to deny our brightest and best the 
chance to fulfil their potential and 
contribute all they are able to our 
nation on the grounds of short-term 
Government greed. 

But the problem goes deeper than this. 
The other reason Oxford wants more 
foreign undergraduates, and why 40% 
of its postgraduate students are now 
foreigners, is that British schools are 
no longer educating enough of our 
children to the required standard. This 
is especially true in economically 
vital subjects such as chemistry and 
physics, where Oxford in the past 
has turned out lots of world-beating 
British inventors and scientists.

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The brutal truth is that the derelict UK 
state education sector in particular, 
riddled with indiscipline, political 
correctness and incompetent left-wing 
teachers, simply no longer provides a 
proper education. 

In China, Singapore and South-East 
Asia on the other hand, the best 
and brightest are brought on avidly 
in disciplined, structured schools by 
teachers who know that their role 
is to realise the full potential of the 
next generation. 

Not surprisingly, Oxford, which wants 
the brightest students it can get to 
keep up its reputation as one of 
the world’s best universities, picks 
hardworking, well-educated Asians 
over undisciplined and poorly-taught 
Britons. The result is that our world- 
beating university benefits Asian 
countries and not our own. More and 
more Oxford graduates will go home 
to Asia to.drive them on ever more 
to overwhelm and sweep aside what 
they understandably see as the weak, 
self-indulgent and doomed West. 
Our children are our future. Our most 
able children are the vanguard of that 
future. If our nation is to advance, 
or even survive, we must bring out 
every ounce of their potential.

OW IS it that the British 

dairy industry, once the most 
efficient in Europe could have been 
brought to near-terminal collapse, 
with ten thousand farmers forced 
out of business since New Labour 
came to power in 1997? 
How is it that supermarkets can 
squeeze down the going price for 
milk to below the farmers’ cost of 
production, but then charge their 
customers more than twice what they 
pay for it? 
The reasons for both can be traced 
back to 1994 when a Conservative 
government. abolished the Milk 
Marketing Board, which used to 
ensure that milk was sold on to the 
supermarkets at prices which gave 
farmers a fair price for their product. 
The Milk Marketing Board was 
scrapped when it was found to be 
in breach of European Union law, 
because it protected Britain’s dairy 
farmers against competition from 
their EU rivals. 


MILK QUOTA: Britain isn’t allowed to 
produce all the milk she consumes. 
Under other EU rules, namely the milk 
quota system, Britain is forbidden 
to produce as much milk as she 
consumes, while other countries such 
as France, Germany and Ireland are 
allowed to produce a lot more than 
they can use. 

The resulting surplus of milk 
elsewhere in the EU has enabled 
Britain’s supermarkets to buy in 
cheap, imported milk from abroad, 
which means they can present British 
dairy farmers with a knock-down 
price, take it or leave it, knowing 
that the Milk Marketing Board is no 
longer there to protect them.

HE GOVERNMENT has again 

refused to test immigrant 
doctors and nurses for deadly 
diseases such as HIV/AIDS, TB and 
Hepatitis B, even when they come 
from Third World countries where 
these diseases are rife. 
Forty seven other countries, however, 
including the USA, Canada, Australia 
-and New Zealand, do insist on such 
tests for ‘at risk’ immigrant medical 
personnel. 
This is despite the fact that immigrants 
are flooding into our Health Service. 
In 2003 more than 40% of the 31,775 
nurses joining the British nursing 
register came from abroad. In the 
same year nearly three quarters of 
newly registered doctors qualified 
outside of this country. 
3,200 of these immigrant doctors 
and 1,300 of the nurses arrived from 
South Africa where one-in-five of 
the population has HIV/AIDS. There 
is also a high incidence of TB and 


Hepatitis B, yet none of these ‘at risk’ 
South Africans were tested for any 
of these diseases before they were let 
loose on British patients. 

4,000 doctors and 8,000 nurses were 
recruited over the same period from 
other countries with the same high 
rate of TB and a further 700 doctors 
and 6,000 nurses came from countries 
with a high incidence of Hepatitis B. 
The risk to patients of catching these 
deadly imported diseases is very 
real. A recent report of the Health 
Protection Agency revealed that the 
rate of increase of heterosexually 
acquired HIV/AIDS had grown by 
a factor of five in the past decade 
to reach 3,800 new cases last year. 
It is an increase, according to this 
official report, largely caused by the 
migration of people from areas of the 
world where there is a high prevalence 
of HIV, such as sub-Saharan Africa. 

Last year Britain had more than 
three times as many new cases 
of HIV/AIDS as either France or 


Germany, which have far fewer Third 
World medical staff. 

Similarly, the Department of Health 
has estimated that 96% of the 7,700 
new cases of the deadly liver disease 
chronic Hepatitis B now being 
reported in Britain are brought into 
this country by infected immigrants. 
Because Britain is one of the 
few advanced countries that 
doesn’t test immigrant medical 
staff for these deadly infections, 
Third World medics who know 
themselves they are infected will 
choose the one country they know 
will let them in — ours! 

But clearly Blair —. and his Tory 
and Liberal Democrat so-called 
‘Opposition’, who have stayed silent 
on this scandal - think political 
correctness is more important than 
protecting British people from being 
infected with highly contagious and 
deadly diseases by the very people the 
Government has brought in to treat 
them when they are ill.

Travellers ride roughshod over everybotly

ENNIE Mackenzie had lived 

happily in rural Cornwall for 
many peaceful years until the 
travellers arrived. 
Last summer they turned up in 
Carharrack, establishing themselves 
on an area set. aside by Cornwall 
Council for the use of gypsies passing 
through. But these travellers had no 
intention of moving on and soon the 
quiet life of the village was blighted 
by behaviour of the worst kind. 
The shower and laundry facilities 
provided on site were wrecked and 
the travellers converted the building 
to house their pigs and goats. 
In November, Jennie was leading her 
horse, Roxanne, along a quiet country 
lane when a stallion belonging to 
the travellers escaped from its field 
and attacked Roxanne. Jennie was 
caught in the middle and in an effort 
to protect her horse suffered broken 
ribs, a damaged spleen, a cracked 
anklebone and massive bruising 
leaving her off work for two months.

Jennie had all the necessary insurance 
for her horse, but the stallion’s owners 
didn’t have any, which meant she 
could not claim any compensation for 
her injuries or the time off work. 

She reported the incident to the police, 
but they didn’t want to know. She 
then contacted the Council’s Gypsy 
Liaison Officer but he didn’t return 
her calls after initially taking details 
of the incident. 

Jennie even tried to raise the issue 


with the local newspapers, radio and 
television but when they realised it 
involved travellers they dropped the 
story like a hot potato. 
“In a law-abiding society we take 
responsibility for our actions but 
the travellers appear to be able to 
do as they please regardless of the 
consequences,” Jennie told Freedom. 
“IT think someone somewhere must 
make a stand, or these people will 
think that they can ride roughshod 
over everybody wherever they set up 
camp.”

HERE’S a huge slag heap 

overlooking the ground of 
Frickley Athletic football club. The 
current club is the former colliery 
side which was named after the 
Frickley Pit where the majority 
of men from the small mining 
community of South Elmsall, near 
Pontefract, worked. 
I was there just before Christmas 
as my team, Workington, were the 
visitors for a Northern Premier League 
fixture. 
Over a cup of soup at halftime, I spoke 
with some of the home supporters, all 
former miners, about the strike, the 
subsequent closure of Frickley pit and 
how life was treating them today. 
The mining community of South 
Elmsall fought for eight years to keep 
the Frickley pit open after the return 
to work in 1985. For all its hardship, 
the strike had forged the community 
together and everyone believed there 
could be a future for their industry in 
this part of south Yorkshire. 
But they lost their battle in 1993, and 
now there’s no trace left of the pit 
or its winding gear, just a row of 
derelict, vandalised houses along the 
old pit lane. 
There was hardly any crime when 


the pit was open but now vandalism, 
drug-taking and car crime. blight 
what’s left of the community. 

There has been some new housing in 
South Elmsall and a resource centre 
for the former miners and others who 
lost jobs which depended on the pit, 
but all those I spoke to said that 
their community had been destroyed 
and the miners had been betrayed by 
Labour. 

“You can’t have social justice when 
public services are being run by 
private companies who have to make 
a profit for their shareholders,” one 
told me. 

‘Labour promised to reinstate miners 
who were sacked during the strike so 
that they would get a pension, but 
they haven’t done it,” said another. 
“Tony Blair funds all these asylum 
seekers coming to Britain for what 
they can get in hand-outs, but has 
done nothing for the people who have 
given a lifetime of hard work to this 
country and helped him get elected,” 
was something they all agreed on. 
As the second half got under way, 
I returned to my side of the ground 
reflecting on one small part in the 
decline of a great British industry that 
has seen 200,000 jobs lost and 160 
pits closed in less than 20 years.

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Nick Griffin's interview with The Independent 


Labour & the Tories have brought 
~ the BNP into mainstream polities 


N MONDAY 21st February, 

The Independent newspaper 
carried an extensive interview with 
Nick Griffin, the chairman of the 
British National Party. It will 
hopefully be the first of many as 
the media gradually begin to realise 
the extent of the support for the 
BNP within the country. 
In the interview with journalist Oliver 
Duff, Nick Griffin revealed that the BNP 
only expected limited electoral success 
this year but were hopeful of ‘rich 
pickings’ at the 2006 council elections. 
He was delighted that immigration had 
become an election issue and that this 
had happened solely because the BNP 
was making significant progress. 
“The Tories and the Labour party are 
playing the same game, raising people’s 

‘willingness to talk about it. They’ve 

broken the taboo on not having an 
immigration debate at election time and 
brought the British National Party into 
mainstream politics. 
“By getting people to vote on this issue, 
by making this issue one of the talking 
points, they are building up hopes and 
the chance of a bigger breakthrough . 
for us in the local elections in 2006. 
We're happy with that.” 
On his standing in Keighley at the 
General Election, Mr Griffin believed 
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the BNP’s presence in Keighley was a 
“safety valve” to give frustrated white 
people a voice. Nationwide, he said, 
the BNP would stand in at least 105 
constituencies, expected to finish third 
in several seats and “would be delighted 
with one or two seconds, because you 
are one MP’s heartbeat away from a 
by-election, which we can win’. 

During the interview at his home, 
Nick also said Enoch Powell “saw 
what was coming” when he made 
his infamous 1968 “Rivers of Blood” 
speech, for which Conservative leader 
Edward Heath sacked him from the 
shadow cabinet. “What Powell talks 
about in his ‘Rivers of Blood’ speech 
- that wasn’t an airy-fairy thing. 


NICK GRIFFIN: Manifesto promises an end to immigration and the deportation 


of illegal immigrants, foreign criminals and bogus asylum seekers. 


The man had foresight because now 
there’s a huge race bomb in this 
country, just ticking.” 

Asked how many non-whites should 
live in Britain, he said: “Several per 
cent would at least be entirely stable. 
We’d rather we were back in the 
position of 1948, where there were 
about 10,000 non-whites in the whole 
of the country. It would be far better.” 
Nick told The Independent: 

“The BNP manifesto promises an end 


to immigration, the deportation of all 
illegal immigrants, foreign criminals, 
asylum-seekers and those who don’t 
adhere to the standards and traditions 
of the indigenous population.” 

He said that as the British National 
Party gradually gained representation 
on local authorities it would introduce 
a policy of pro-white discrimination 
to help “level the playing field” after 
decades of positive discrimination in 
favour of the ethnic minorities.
